Seuarice is Dia d b as 
Names of Next of Kin and 
Addresses of Those Killed

Washington, March 8.—Issuance of 
daily lists of casualties among the ex- 
peditionary forces abroad was discon- 
tinued today by the public information 
committee as the result of an order 
of the war department under which 
the names of the next of kin and the 
emergency addresses of soldiers whose 
names appear on the list hereafter 
will be withheld. 

The officiel explamation is that the 
purpose of the order is to keep infor- 
mation of value from the enemy. 

On being informed of the order the 
committee took the position that long 
‘lists of men killed or wounded would 
be worthless to the newspaper corre- 
spondents without the addresses, and a 
notice. was issued advising the press 
that in future all information regard- 
ing casualties must be obtained from 
the war department. At the adju- 
tant general's office it was stated that 
the list without addresses would con- 
tinue to be sent to the committee and 
would de available there. 

Addresses te Be Withheld. 
While the disagreement between the 
committee and the department proba- 
bly will be straightened out soon, 30 
that the “expurgated” lists may be 
made available to all who desire them, 
the purpose of the department to with- 
hold the addresses apparently is un- 
alterabie. . A’ g Secretary Crowell 
eaid the order was issued at the urgent 
recommendation of General Pershing 
and that it would be permanent. Both 
Mr. Crowell and Major General March, 
acting chief of staff, declared that the 
purpose was to close up a channel 
through which the enemy might obtain 
valuable information, and both dis- 
claimed any intention of seeking to 
conceal heavy casualty reports.

New York, March 8.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Clear skies have returned to 
the battle front in France, and every- 
where along the American, British and 
French sectors there has been an in- 
crease in activity by the forces which 
it is believed must soon close in a 
combat. 

The heaviest fighting has occurred 
on the Ypres-Dixmude sector of the 
British front, where the Germans at- 


-tacked in ferce on a front of more than 


a mile and compelled some of the 
British advance posts to fall back; but 
the British later eounter attacked and 
re-established their line. Heavy losses 
were inflicted on the Germans, 
Official reports, devoid of deecrip- 
tion as the yare, indicate that Verdun 


is once more the scene of heavy artil- 


lery actions, but this may be only a 
preliminary to an attack on another 
sector. 


BLOW EXPECTED 
BY AMERICANS. ; 


The American lines near Toul are 
just to the southeast of Verdun, and 
the continued activity along this front 
shows that the Germans contemplate 
serious operations there. Raids in 
force, such as were met by the Ameri- 
cans with the utmost fortitu@e and 
completely repulsed, have not been re- 
peated, but German aviators are con-

“Everything goes to indicate that the 
operations of Germany in France will 
be simultaneous with the offensive of 
Austria against Italy,” says the dis- 
patches.

Evidence 
is seen everywhere that the city is be- 
ing evacuated.

Halifax, March 8.—Word was received 
here today of the death at Karlsruhe, 
Germany, on January 31, of Captain 
Oscar H. Henderson, commander of the 
British steamship Berwick Law torpe- 
doed December J. 1917, in the Mediter- 
ranean. The captain wae taken a pris- 
oner on board the submarine and fifteen 
days later landed at Karlsruhe. No par- 
ticulars of his death have been re- 
ceived. He was sixty years old. 

Captain Henderson in 1898 was in 
command of the British steamship Cro- 
martyshire, which on July 4; of that 
year; collided with the French passen- 
ger liner La Bourgogne off Sable Is- 
land, a sea tragedy which cost 652 lives.

I have a baby girl five weeks old, and she 
has chronic 
up to her stomach, cries until you would 
think her head would burst, causes many 
wakeful hours, and I know she can’t stand 
the pein. She weighed 8 pounds when born 
and seemed strong. She has gained four 
pounds in five weeks. Have tried every- 
thing from castor oil to caraway seed tea, 
peppermint, catnip, essence of pepsin and 
olive oil. Have taken cathartics myself to 
see if that would help the baby. And I have 
not gone out doors once, so as not to take 
cold. I have almost stopped eating, except 
tea and bread and butter. One neighbor 
tells me this and another tells me that, until 
I am almost distracted, and worried to death.” 

Poor little mother. Probably not a thing 
the matter with the baby, except that she 
is overnourished. Peppermint for a five- 
weeks-old baby! It is a crime to ply tender 


‘little fragments of humanity with such pow- 


erful irritants No wonder the baby raises 
I bet she'd like to bite the hand of 
the fishwife that has fed her mother that 
stuff. : 

A healthy young baby must get egercise 
somehow. If she gets it by drawing up her 
legs and making the welkin ring, that is 
all right. If she chooses 10 or 12 p m 
or 4 a. m. for her exercise period, that is 
all right, too. : 

The inexperienced young mother’s educa- 
tion was sadly neglected. The public school 
where she absorbed geography and gram- 
mar didn’t teach her the most important 
thing in life—how to care for a baby. That 
is where the nation’s public school system 
fails again.. 

The young mother has three big lessons 
to learn, and the sooner she learns them 
the better. The first lesson is that a nurs- 
ing mother should eat anything and every- 
thing on the ordinary bill of fare, and avoid 
nothing whatever, sweet or sour, that ordi- 
narily agrees with her. In the next’ place, 
she must learn that it is absolutely essen- 
tial for her to have one hour in the open 
air every day in the year, if she wishes to 
make a success of the greatest job a woman 
ever tackled. And of course she should 
take the baby out with her. And the third 
lesson is that it is wicked and dangerous 
to pour any medicine whatever into a young 
baby without your doctor’s orders. That 
evil habit is really accountable for most of 
the trouble inexperienced mothers have rais- 
ing babies.

The new ordinance 
specifies how this shall be done and 
Dr. R. M. Grimm, of the United States 
public health service, who is now also 
n deputy health officer of the city, 
said that restaurants in the extra-can- 
tonment zone would not be given certif- 
ſeates of sanitation Which they must 
have befor’ soldiers are permitted to 
patronize them, unless they served 
properly pasteurized milk. 

R. 8. Smith, a milk e ge ode employed 
‘by the United States epartment of 
agriculture, who has been examining 
samples of milk obtained from dealers 
in the extra-cantonment. zone, stated 
that he had 541 samples of milk from 
different dairies = milk depots doing 
business in the 5 ty and of this num- 
ber about 66 pér cent showed satis- 
factory results, even being better than 
the quality demanded by the city ordi- 
mance which requires that there shall 
not be more than 100,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter of milk. 

Mr. Smith stated, however, that there 
were a number of places where pas- 
teurized milk was advertised as being 
sold or furnished restaurant patrons, 
although he found that the milk had 
not been properly pasteurized.

There has been a heavy 
toll taken from the farming areas in 
the drafting of the farm-managing sons 
of Georgia farmers well-advanced in 
years and from the voluntary enlist- 
ment of these. men. The result has 
been that ten-plow farms have been 
struggling to man two or three, and 
hundreds of acres of farm land pro- 
ducing heavily last vear may remain 
idle this year. 

Commissioner Brown pointed out 
that the order of the Governor, which 
will force idlers of the state to go to 
work, is much needed. He pointed out 
that the sons of Georgia farmers and 
the farmers themselves are the most 
patriotic citizens of the state and most 
anxious personally to aid in winning 
the war. But he said also that fully 
a year would be required to acqueint 
many of these idlers with farm duties 
and that these farmers’ sons are in the 
training camps—and rightly there. 

But the time of planting is upon the 
state and the season of the tending 
of crops is here. Immediate action, 
he said, is necessary. 

The solution lies, said Commissioner 
Brown, in action of the government 
at Washington similar to that taken in 
drawing from the draft lists men 
skilled in industrial pursuits and put- 
ting them to work at these industrial 
businesses. : 

He advocated a similar acti for 
Georgia—in fact, for all southern states 
—which will select from the army 
camps and fro the men about to be 
drawn, the illed farm men essen- 
tially needed to take care of the farms, 
and furlough these men until the crops 
are on the way to harvest. Then, it 
was shown, the labor resources of the 
state can harvest the crops and the 
soldiers proceed to camp or to France.

'“Batball” Organization 
Of Baseball Was Started 
Fifty Years Ago Today 


In some communities | in the early 
days of the pastime baseball was call- 
ed batball.“ The mé@érn baseball bat 


had its origin just 59 years ago to- 
day, so this may be called the birthday 
of the sacred ash. On March 9, 1859, 
at a meeting of the fathers of baseball 
held in New York, it was decreed that 
the bat should be made of wood, and 
have a diameter not to exceed two and 
a half inches and a length not greater 
than forty-two inches. In the years 
that have followed fewer changes have 
been made in the bat than in any other 
thing conected with the game. ‘The 
provision as to length still stands, but 
since 1895 the swatter has been permit- 
ted to use a slightly thicker bat. The 
early rule that the bat be made “of 
wood” wasn't binding enough in the 
early days of professionalism, for some 
of the players sneaked in bats into 
which holes had been made and filled 
with lead. 

The rule of 1859 prescribed that the 
bat should be round, and this provision 
is in effect today, although in the in- 
tervening years there have been some 
variations. In the early 80's a “four- 
sided” bat was introduced, and was in- 
dorsed by the N body of ama- 
teur players, but it didn’t last long 
and was gever used by professionals. 
Later in the same Jad. bats made of 
soft wood, and flat on one side, were 
introduced, to be used in bunting. This 
variety of bat gained the recognition 


in nearly all professional circuits up 
to 1893, when it was discagded and out- 
lawed. ‘ | 

Prior to the adoption of the rule of 
1859 any old kind of a stick was per- 
missible in baseball. Even flat bats 
were not barred, and many star swat- 
ters used implements of prodigious size. 
It takes a real man to wield a heavy 
bat, say, one that is 5 feet long and 5 
inches wide, but many of the old- 
timers did it.

NEW TAX LEGISLATION 


Wilson and Advisers Will 
Probably Ask Revision of 
Present Law. 


Washington, March 8.—President 
Wilson and his advisers, according to 
reports at the 
capitol, are beginning to consider new 
revenue legislation for presentation to 
congress. 

Revision of the present war tax law, 
it is stated authoritatively, is one fea- 
ture of tentative administration plans, 
which are expected to govern the gov- 
érnment’s financial needs for next year, 
includes new bond issues. 

Broad features of the legislation 
probably will be discussed soon by the 
president in conferences with Secre- 
tary McAdoo and administration lead- 
ers in congress on revenue questions. 
Members of congress believe the pres- 
ident will definitely advise congress of 
the nation’s financial situation and 
needs, present and future, probably 
submitting a tentative bill for commit- 
tee consideration embodying the ad- 
ministration’s program.

Wilson Asked to Use Large 
Part of Half-Billion Rail 
Fund for Purpose. 


Washington, March 8.— President 
Wilson was urged by a large delegation 
of senators and representatives today 
to have a part of the half billion dollars 
revolving fund carried by the railroad 
control bill used for establishing barge 
lines on rivers and canals to provide 
cheap transportation and relieve ralil- 
road congestion. 

Later two of those in the party, Sen- 
ator Fletcher, of Florida, chairman of 
the senate commerce committee, and 
Representative Small, of North Caro- 
lina, chairman of the house rivers and 


harbors committee, called on Secretary 
McAdoo, director general of railroads, 
and submitted their suggestions to 
him. 

Under the railroad bill about to be 
acted upon finally in congress, provi- 
sion is made for expenditures out of 
the revolving fund for developing wa- 
terway transportation. The president 
and Mr. McAdoo were urged to make 
use of this authority immediately, 
stress being laid upon the opportunity 
offered on the Mississippi, Missouri, 
Ohio, Black Warrior and Tombigbee 
rivers and the Erie and Chesapeake 
and Delaware canals. 

Secretary McAdoo explained that he 
will not adopt any general policy of 
utilizing the canals and navigable 
rivers until he receives a report from a 
special committee, headed by Major 
General W. M. Black, chief of engin- 
12 appointed to study waterways 
transportation as applied to the pres- 
en trailway situation and to make rec- 
ommendations. 

This committee now is at work for- 
mulating plans which might be put 
into operation this summer or by fall 
to relieve the usual winter burden of 
the rail carriers.

10,000 CANE LABORERS 
STRIKE IN PORTO RICO 


San Juan, P. R., March 8.—Ten thou- 
sand canefield laborers in the eastern 
‘end of the island are on strike, caus- 
ing the closing down of three sugar cen- 
trails. The men declare they are tired 
of waiting for action by the labor of- 
ficials at Washington which would de- 
termine whether a general strike would 
be called. 


Reports from Porto Rico as long ago 
as last December indicated the possibil- 
ity of a general strike of between 50,- 
000 and 60,000 laborers in the Porto 
Rican sugar industry because of dissat- 
isfa@étion among the laborers over hours 
and wages.

New York’s Port F acilities. 


(From The American Review of Re- 
views.) 

The loading and turning about of 
ships is one of the four links in the 
chain of transportation to the other 
side; the other three being the railroad 
link on this side, the steamship opera- 
tion across the ocean, and the railroad 
service under General Atterbury on the 
other side. 

To make the operation of the ter- 
minal link in this chain more effective, 
the war department commandeered the 
Bush terminal .property at South 
Brooklyn—not entirely to my personal 
comfort or the comfort of the custom- 
ers of the Bush Terminal company.

Pershing to Get Spanish Sup- 
plies and Spain Gets U. S. 
Products. 


Washington, March 8.—Under the 


commercial agreement between the 
United States and Spain, the formal 
signing of which in Madrid was an- 
nounced today at the state department, 
not only will General Pershing get the 


supplies from Spain which he desires 
for his troops, but a French credit in 
Spain is arranged and the Spanish gov- 
ernment permits free export to the allies 
of pyrites, minerals and manufactured 
wool. 

These and other details of the agree- 
ment, which becomes effective immedi- 
ately, were made public tonight by the 
war trade board. Besides the free export 
of pyrites, minerals and wool, which 
the board described as a concession 
of decided value to the entent powers, 
Spain also will permit the export of 
various other commodities to the ex- 
tent that home requirements will per- 
mit. This is in addition to the specific 
licensing of the supplies required by 
General Pershing, which are understood 
to include 200,000 blankets and a large 
number of mules. 

While conducting the negotiations 
for this country, the American repre- 
sentatives, the board’s statement said, 
were able “to materially assist the 
French government in securing a large 
credit in Spain to finance payments for 
the supplies which the republic draws 
from Spanish sources.” 

In return for supplies granted this 
country and the allies, the statement 
continued, “the United States assures 
to Spain its necessary supplies of cot- 
ton and petroleum, the amount of the 
monthly export of these commodities 
being fixed in the agreement at a figure 
which will cover the genuine Spanish 
requirements, but bar the possibility 
of German agents in Spain secretly 
buying up and hoarding a stock of cot- 
ton against the time of the conclusion 
of peace.“ 5 i 

“Spain is granted other supplies,” said 
the board, to the extent that they can 
be spared after satisfying home re- 
quirements in the United States and 
providing for the needs of the United 
States’ associates in the war. As has 
already been stated special concessions 
have been made in regard to locomo- 
tives and railway material, which are 
required to increase the carrying ca- 
pacity of the Spanish railway system, 
a measure of decided importance tp 
America and its associates which are 
drawing supplies from Spanish terri- 
tory.” 

Whether the agreement covers the 
broad question of Spanish shipping was 
not disclosed. Before issuing licenses 
for fuel coal for Spanish ships the 
board has been requiring an agreement 
by the owners or charter parties to re- 
turn the vessels to the United States 
for cargoes: This was done recently,j 
the cases of three ships at a gulf pont 
which were loaded with supplies for 
the allies. The Spanish consul refused 
to let the ships sail because he wanted 
them to go to Spain after discharging, 
but his orders were withdrawn today 
aiter announcement of the signing of 
the agreement with Spain.
